HIS  WORSHIP  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS, 

LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  twelfth  Annual  Report  since 
the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health  Administration. 

Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding 
County  Council6 s  local  health  services  and  has  similar  functions 
in  the  Urban  Districts  of  Hebden  Royd,  Sowerby  Bridge  and  Ripporden 
and  the  Rural  District  of  Hep ton*  This  scheme  has  led  to  a  closer 
integration  of  local  authority  health  services* 

The  vital  statistics  for  1958  show  little  change  from 
previous  years*  The  birth  rate  remains  relatively  low  and  is 
almost  equalled  by  the  death  rate,  so  that  there  is  no  natural 
increase  in  the  population,  a  state  of  affairs  which  has 
persisted  in  the  Borough  for  the  past  decade*  Although  the 
number  of  births  may  be  small,  the  standard  of  the  care 
received  by  the  babies  is  reflected  In  the  exceptionally  low 
infant  mortality  rate,  8.0  per  1,000  live  births,  a  figure 
which  must  be  almost  unique  in  an  Industrial  town. 

The  most  significant  increase  in  the  causes  of  death  is  due 
to  deaths  from  cancer  and  in  particular  cancer  of  the  lung,  which 
this  year  accounted  for  ten  deaths  in  the  Borough.  Unlike  most 
other  forms  of  cancer,  lung  cancer  frequently  strikes  adults  in 
the  prime  of  life  when  family  commitments  are  greatest  and  future 
prospects  are  brightest.  While  the  underlying  cause  of  the 
disease  remains  obscure,  there  is  little  doubt  that  excessive 
cigarette  smoking  and  atmospheric  pollution  are  associated 
factors.  The  Clean  Air  Act  is  now  receiving  active  consideration 
by  the  council,  even  though  Todmorden  is  not  officially 
classified  as  a  • black  area.* 

The  incidence  of  poliomyelitis  In  1958  was  generally  low  but 
this  divisional  area,  unfortunately,  was  Involved  in  a  local 
outbreak*  The  number  of  cases  notified,  eleven,  has  only  twice 
been  exceeded.  In  the  epidemic  years  of  19h7  and  191+9*  Five 
cases  occurred  in  Todmorden  Borough*  The  majority  of  the  cases 
were  notified  in  the  summer  months  and  at  that  time  almost 
exactly  half  the  children  under  the  age  of  15  years  in  this  area 
had  received  two  injections  of  polio  vaccine*  Only  one  mild  cAse 
occurred  in  these  children,  while  ten  unprotected  children 
contracted  the  disease,  some  being  afflicted  with  extensive 
paralysis*  Most  of  the  cases  were  under  the  age  of  seven  years 
and  one  cannot  emphasise  too  strongly  the  importance  of  having 
all  young  children  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis. 
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Good  progress  has  been  maintained  in  the  poliomyelitis 
vaccination  campaign  and  late  in  the  year  the  age  groups  eligible 
for  protection  were  extended  to  include  young  adults  and  a  third 
injection  was  made  available*  At  the  end  of  the  year9  some 
5,1+69  persons  in  the  Divisional  area  had  received  two  injections 
and  an  additional  1,056  had  received  three,  a  total  of  over 
U+,000  injections  given  to  6,525  persons*  The  position  with 
regard  to  children  is  now  very  satisfactory  but  the  response  from 
young  adults  in  the  community  is  still  disappointing* 

There  has  been  a  gradual  expansion  of  the  facilities 
available  for  handicapped  children  of  school  age  in  the  district* 
The  day  open  air  school  at  Stile  still  serves  a  very  useful 
function  and  has  60  places  for  children  from  Todmorden  and  Hebden 
Bridge.  The  number  of  places  available  in  residential  schools  is 
increasing  and  nine  children  from  the  Borough  are  now  receiving 
special  education  in  them.  Also  this  year  the  Halifax  Area 
Hospitals  Management  Committee  has  agreed  that  the  more  backward 
children  who  do  not  attend  school  could  go  daily  to  the  training 
centre  at  Stansfield  View  Hospital,  Todmorden*  This  arrangement 
is  now  operating  and  is  much  appreciated  by  both  the  children  and 
their  parents* 

In  conclusion.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  may  I  thank  you  for  your 
kindness,  patience  and  co-operation?  I  also  wish  to  express  my 
deep  appreciation  of  the  consistently  loyal  and  energetic  work  of 
the  staff  of  this  Department*

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SECTION  II. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
A*  HOSPITALS. 

There  is  no  General  Hospital  in  the  Borough  of  Todmorden. 
Patients  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a  rule  to 
hospitals  under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals 
Management  Committee  (National  Health  Service)®  Included  in  this 
group  are  the  Halifax  General  Hospital®  the  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary®  St.  John*s  Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick)® 
Northowram  Hall  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Todmorden  Fielden 
Hospital  (for  long  stay  medical  cases  in  children)®  and 
Todmorden  Stansfield  View  Hospital  (for  mental  defectives). 

Maternity  beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General  Hospital. 
Priority  In  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases®  mothers  expecting 
their  first  child®  and  mothers  with  unsatisfactory  home  conditions. 

Special  Hospitals  (e.g®  Mental  Hospitals®  special  Orthopaedic 
Hospitals®  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  etc.)  outside  the  Halifax  area 
are  available  when  required;  they  are  situated  in  various  parts  of 
the  so-called  "Leeds  Hospital  Region"  which  in  fact  extends  into 
all  three  Ridings. 

B.  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  maintain  an  Ambulance  Depot  at 
Stansfield  Road®  Todmorden®  with  an  establishment  at  the  end  of 
1958  of  a  Depot  Superintendent,  twelve  full-time  Driver-Attendantss 
a  Clerk/Telephonist  and  four  vehicles.  The  area  served  covers 
Todmorden  Borough,  part  of  Hebden  Royd  U.D.  area  and  the  Hepton 
Rural  District® 

C.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
(directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the  Ministry  of 
Health)  at  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and  Bradford®  and  by  the 
Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds. 

D.  ISSUE  OF  ANTI-TOXIN®  ETC. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti -toxin  are  available 
at  the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary 
for  issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them®  By  arrangement 
with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies  of  tetanus  anti-toxin 
are  also  kept  at  the  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden®  for  use  of  local 
medical  practitioners  in  the  division,  A  supply  of  reagents  for 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  immunisation  is  also  available  free 
of  charge  to  private  practitioners  who  have  undertaken  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  West  Riding  County  Councils  schaies  of  immunisation. 
Poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  also  issued*  as  available, in  accordance 
with  the  approved  arrangements.

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Day  Nursery  Accommodation, 

The  Glen  Day  Nursery  was  opened  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  on  11th  September*  1950*  and  children  may  be  admitted 
under  a  system  of  priorities  by  arrangement  with  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer. 

The  Care  of  Premature  Infants. 

Special  equipment  and  nursing  staff  is  available  for  use  in 
the  home  in  cases  requiring  them. 

The  Care  of  Illegitimate  Children. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  find  a  suitable  home  for  the  baby 
either  with  the  mother  or  with  the  grand -parents.  When  the  child 
is  old  enough  it  can  be  admitted  to  a  Day  Nursery  if  the  mother 
has  to  go  out  to  work.  Special  advice  about  legal  adoption  is 
given  if  it  is  desired.  These  cases  are  seen  in  the  home  by  the 
Health  Visitor  and  encouraged  to  attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre 
regularly . 

Minor  Ailments  Clinic. 

During  1958  11  children  under  five  years  of  age*  some  of 
whom  were  attending  nursery  classes*  made  13  attendances  for 
treatment  at  the  Medical  Centre. 

U.V.L.  Clinic. 

This  was  held  twice  weekly  at  the  Medical  Centre  during  the 
winter  months.  A  Sollux  Mercury  Vapour  Lamp  was  used.  22+ 
children  not  attending  school*  made  211  attendances  for  treatment* 

Provision  of  Welfare  Foods,  etc. 

Most  proprietary  brands  of  milk  and  other  infant  foods  are 
sold  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  for  the  convenience  of  mothers 
and  special  brands  of  milk  are  ordered  when  necessary. 

In  addition  the  distribution  of  cod  liver  oil*  orange  juice* 
vitamin  A  and  D  tablets,  and  National  Dried  Milk,  is  carried  out 
at  the  three  Child  Welfare  Clinics  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of 
Food.  A  full-time  counter-service  for  these  items  only  is 
provided  at  the  Abraham  Ormerod  Medical  Centre. 

Provision  of  Maternity  Outfits. 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  confinement 
in  their  own  hemes. 

C.  PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

Home  Nursing. 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  home  nursing  in 
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Todmorden©  Three  whole°time  nurses  are  employed*  one  being

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those  of 
School  Nurse*  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children*  and  persons 
(Including  adults)  suffering  from  Illness,  and  of  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers*  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in 
the  home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection* 

E.  HOME  HELPS. 

During  1958  131  cases  were  attended  by  Home  Helps  as 
compared  with  126  cases  the  previous  year  and  the  total  number  of 
hours  worked  was  17,1+92. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the 
County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households  "where  such 
help  Is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill, 
lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged  or  a  child 
not  over  compulsory  school  age*" 
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Of  the  131  cases  attended  in  1958,  Home  Helps  were  provided 
for  the  following  reasons?  21  maternity  and  110  chronic  sick,

S trying  5,764  houses  with  a  population  of  14,871. 

The  water  is  from  upland  surfaces  and  is  naturally  soft  and 
of  an  acid  character.  The  water  is  treated  by  slow  filtration 
through  sand  and  lime  dust,  A  ehlorinator  is  installed  at  the 
waterworks.  A  bulk  supply  of  water  Is  also  obtained  from  the 
Rochdale  Corporation*

Private  Supplies. 

Serving  1,429  houses  with  a  population  of  3,209. 

The  supplies  are  derived  mainly  from  springs,  the  water 
generally  being  conveyed  to  storage  chambers  from  which  it  is 
piped  to  the  houses. 

60  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  during 
the  year,  and  of  these  32  were  satisfactory  and  28  unsatisfactory. 

Of  the  28  unsatisfactory  samples,  10  ware  taken  from  on®  of 
the  larger  private  supplies  serving  houses  in  the  Lanebottom 
district  of  the  Borough,  and  the  owners  of  properties  served  by 
this  supply  were  requested  to  either  render  this  supply  whole¬ 
some,  or  provide  an  alternative  supply  of  wholesome  water  to  the 
properties. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  21  of  the  houses  and  other 
properties  had  been  provided  with  a  supply  of  Corporation  water, 
and  work  was  being  executed  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  connect  the 
remaining  house  to  the  Corporation  supply* 

13  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  from  one  of  the 
analler  private  supplies  which  serves  a  hospital.  After  repeated 
sampling  the  pollution  of  the  water  was  found  to  be  taking  place 
at  the  reservoir.  This  was  emptied,  thoroughly  cleansed,  and 
further  precautions  taken  to  prevent  the  access  of  ducks,  etc., 
from  adjoining  premises,  to  the  reservoir  and  its  surrounds,  and 
after  further  sampling  the  supply  was  found  to  be  satisfactory  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 
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Of  the  remaining  5  unsatisfactory  samples,  2  were  obtained 
from  a  small  supply  on  which  work  was  being  executed  for  its 
improvement,  1  from  a  proposed  alternative  supply  to  a  farm¬ 
house,  and  the  remaining  2  samples  were  obtained  during  routine 
sampling  and  were  being  investigated  further  at  the  end  of  the 
year.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  extensions  of  sewers  were  carried  out.  Certain  portions 
of  the  district  still  require  sewering*  but  In  these  parts  the 
cost  is  prohibitive. 

Defective  sewers  are  improved  as  required*  but  only  minor 
works  of  repair  or  improvement  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

All  sewage  Is  treated  at  the  Corporation  Sewage  Work s  which 
are  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  Borough. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  from  the  West  Riding  Rivers 
Board  in  respect  of  the  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Works. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  to  check  the 
pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  In  the  area. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

No  changes  were  made  during  the  year  in  the  methods  of 
refuse  collection  and  disposal.  The  collection  of  refuse* 
Including  the  emptying  of  pall  closets  Is  done  by  one  10/20 
cubic  yard  Lewln  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle*  and  one  7  cubic  yard 
Dennis  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle. 

Both  vehicles  are  used  full  time  on  the  work*  providing  a 
weekly  collection  In  the  Borough*  except  for  certain  outlying 
districts  where  a  fortnightly  collection  is  made. 

The  emptying  of  pall  closets  is  done  by  the  Dennis  vehicle 
which  is  fitted  with  a  moveable  tank*  the  contents  of  which  are 
disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 
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All  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Woodhouse,  and  in  April 
8  controlled  tipping8  was  commenced  on  the  recently  acquired  land 
at  Causey  Wood* 

Following  demonstrations  of  mechanical  tip  appliances  at 
Woodhouse  during  February  and  March  the  Council  decided  to 
purchase  a  Ford son  Major  Diesel  Tractor  fitted  with  8Muledozer 
Blade*  and  "Cameron  Gardner  Rear  Loader*8  The  tractor  was 
delivered  on  the  19th  June  and  commenced  work  immediately,  and 
part  of  the  former  barn  building  was  adapted  for  use  as  a 
garage. 

The  driver  of  the  tractor,  who  was  appointed  by  the  Council 
in  May  commenced  work  on  the  2nd  June  and  received  tuition  for  a 
short  period  on  a  similar  type  of  machine  on  the  ©ontrclled  tip 
at  Sowtrby  Bridge,  by  the  kind  permission  of  the  Sowerby  Bridge 
UoDoCo  and  their  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector*  This  prior 
tuition  proved  Invaluable,  as  it  enabled  "controlled  tipping*  to 
be  continued  with  tht  tractor  on  the  land  at  Causey  Wood,  which 
was  a  difficult  site  and  required  skill  and  some  experience  In 
the  control  of  the  machine* 

Shortly  after  delivery  of  the  tractor  the  men  who  were 
employed  on  the  tip  in  a  temporary  capacity  were  dismissed*  Of 
the  two  permanent  tipmen  one  was  transferred  to  the  refuse 
collection  vehicle  as  a  dustman,  and  the  other  retired  at  the  end 
of  July,  thus  leaving  the  tractor  driver  as  the  sole  person  in 
charge  of  the  tip,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  work 
of  "controlled  tipping8  was  being  carried  out  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner  at  the  end  of  the  year* 

In  May  the  increased  charge  for  the  tipping  of  8  other  refuse® 
was  put  into  operation  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  income  from 
this  source  was  £184  compared  with  the  sum  of  £80  for  the 
previous  year* 

Salvage  recovery  also  takes  place  at  Woodhouse  and  ©emprises 
the  collection  and  where  necessary,  the  sorting  from  refuse  ©f 
various  materials  such  as  waste  paper,  scrap  metals,  rags, 
carpets,  etc* 

Almost  all  the  waste  paper  is  collected  separately  during 
the  collection  of  house  refuse,  in  addition  to  which  there  is  a 
special  collection  from  factories  and  business  premises* 

The  weight  of  the  refuse  collected  during  the  year  was 
4*182  tons,  and  the  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  was  £10,994* 

The  income  from  the  sale  of  salvaged  materials,  charges  for  tipping, 
etc*,  was  £2,023,  giving  a  net  cost  for  collection  and  disposal 
of  refuse  of  £8,971.

In  comparison  with  the  previous  year  the  total  weight  of 
salvage  recovered  shows  a  decrease  of  8i  tons.  Waste  paper 
decreased  1 3i  tons,  but  ferrous  metals  showed  an  increase  of 
45  tons,  textiles  an  increase  of  I  ton,  and  non-ferrous  metals 
remained  the  same. 

The  demand  for  our  output  of  baled  waste  paper  remained 
steady  throughout  the  year,  and  where  the  paper  is  sold  direct  to 
the  paper  mill,  the  price  remained  constant  throughout  the  year, 
Vftiere  the  paper,  however,  is  sold  to  a  merchant  the  selling  price 
fell  one  pound  per  ton  during  the  year,  and  it  is  also  regrettable 
to  have  to  report  that  one  load  of  paper  on  arrival  at  the 
merchant's  depot  was  found  to  contain  contraries  of  various 
descriptions,  and  had  to  be  sold  at  a  loss  of  £3  per  ton. 

The  payment  by  the  Council  of  incentive  bonus  for  the 
smployees  of  the  Scavenging  Department  was  continued  during  the 


Work  on  the  first  section  of  the  new  culvert,  which  includes 
the  cascade,  was  carried  out  at  Woodhouse  during  the  year,  and 
the  preparation  of  the  foundation  for  further  sections  Is 
continuing.

satisfactory  structural  condition  and  in  a  cleanly  state* 

Smoke  Abatement* 

During  the  year  2  observations  of  30  minutes  duration  were 
made  of  factory  chimneys  and  in  no  case  did  the  amount  of  smoke 
emitted  exceed  the  period  allowed  by  the  Regulations*  The 
majority  of  the  factory  chimneys  are  reasonably  free  from  the 
emission  of  excessive  smoke*  but  there  are  some  which  still 
intermittently  emit  too  much  smoke  and  on  occasions  when  this  has 
been  observed  the  engineer  or  fireman  at  the  factory  concerned 
was  seen  with  a  view  to  reduction  of  the  smoke  emission*

end  of  the  year* 

Improvement  Grants. 

30  houses  were  inspected  In  connection  with  applications  and 
enquiries  for  Improvement  Grants*  Of  the  applications  which  were 
considered  by  the  Housing  Committee  26  were  approved  and  4 
refused.  All  the  applications  received  were  from  owner/ occupiers 
and  the  improvements  were  mainly  the  provision  of  bath  room,  hot 
water  supply,  internal  water  closet  and  proper  food  store.
